ANNUAL  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  BOARD 

Pursuant  to  the  ordinance  providing  for  an  election 
each  year  of  a  Mayor,  who  should  be  President  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners,  Commissioner  Harry  Pillans 
was,  by  the  vote  of  Commissioners  Crawford  and  Lyons, 
elected  to  that  office  for  a  term  of  one  year,  commencing 
October  1st,  1920. 

The  division,  control  and  supervision  of  the  various 
city  departments  was  decided  upon,  as  follows: 

Mayor  Pillans — Water  Works  and  Sewers,  Garbage, 
Harbor  and  Wharves,  Streets  and  Street  Improvement. 

Commissioner  Crawford — Police,  Health,  Justice,  San¬ 
itation,  Pound,  Cemeteries,  Plumbing,  Meat  and  Milk, 
Weights  and  Measures  Inspection  Departments,  Unim¬ 
proved  Parks. 

Commissioner  Lyons — Fire,  Accounts,  Revenue  and 
Finance,  Public  Property,  Public  Buildings  and  Institu¬ 
tions  and  their  Improvement,  Lighting  and  Electrical  De¬ 
partments,  Markets,  Improved  Parks  and  Playgrounds. 

And  under  this  organization  the  affairs  of  the  city 
have  been  conducted  during  the  past  year.

COMMISSION  GOVERNMENT  IN  MOBILE 

On  June  5th,  1911,  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  providing  for  Commission  Government,  under  certain 
conditions  in  the  cities  of  Alabama,  an  election  was  held 
upon  the  question  of  whether  or  not  this  form  of  Govern¬ 
ment  would  be  adopted  by  the  City  of  Mobile  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  the  question  carried  by  a  vote  of  2,227  to  1,401. 
By  virtue  of  said  Act  the  then  Mayor  of  Mobile,  viz :  Mr. 
Pat  J.  Lyons,  held  over  from  the  old  administration.  Said 
Act,  however,  provided  for  two  other  Commissioners, 
and  on  August  7th,  1911,  Messrs.  Laz  Schwarz  and  Harry 
Pillans  were  elected  to  serve  as  such  Commissioners.  Mo¬ 
bile  accordingly  became  a  Commission  Government  city, 
with  three  Commissioners,  who  immediately  divided  the 
various  departments  of  the  city  among  themselves,  with 
the  result  that  each  department  had  an  all-time  head  in 
one  of  them.  Thereby  all  departments  came  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  on  a  modern,  business-like  basis,  as  is  the  case 
with  other  large  business  corporations,  and  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  city’s  affairs  was  in  this  way  taken  out  of 
the  hands  of  the  old-fashioned  and  objectionable  Com¬ 
mittee  handling. 

Some  of  the  noteworthy  accomplishments  of  Commis¬ 
sion  Government  in  Mobile  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  first  action  of  the  newly-organized  Board  of 
Commissioners  was  the  immediate  reduction  in  the  sal¬ 
aries  of  various  officials  and  the  abolition  of  useless  of¬ 
fices  and  the  combining  of  other  offices  which  had  been 
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created  in  the  old  Aldermanic  Government  administra¬ 
tion.  This  action  by  the  Board  resulted  in  the  cutting 
off  of  expenditures  as  salaries  in  excess  of  the  combined 
salaries  of  the  three  newly-elected  Commissioners;  and 
the  government  of  Mobile  has  continued  down  to  the 
present  date  to  be  operated  without  the  incumbrance  of 
useless  political  offices,  with  every  employee  giving  a 
dollar  or  more  service  for  every  dollar  he  receives  in  sal¬ 
ary  compensation. 

2.  When  Commission  Government  went  into  effect, 
the  sewerage  between  the  restricted  city  limits  and  the 
old  city  limits,  afterwards  restored,  was  practically  noth¬ 
ing,  and  the  estimates  for  this  work  heretofore  obtained 
by  the  City  Council  were  in  excess  of  $400,000.  The 
Board  of  Commissioners,  however,  outlined  and  executed 
a  system  of  sewerage  and  water  distribution  in  this  dis¬ 
trict,  and  the  work  was  satisfactorily  done  under  a  bond 
issue  of  only  $100,000. 

3.  At  this  time  also  the  city  wharves,  approximately 
1,500  feet  long,  were  wholly  unimproved  except  as  to 
bulkheads  and  a  small  shed  or  two,  and  the  surface  of  the 
wharves  was  of  shells  and  sand.  With  an  expenditure  of 
$50,000  or  $60,000,  paid  entirely  out  of  the  general  reve¬ 
nues  of  the  city,  and  without  any  debt  or  bond  issue,  the 
Commission  planned  and  erected  a  very  adequate  and 
permanent  steel  shed  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mile  long, 
with  a  width  of  118  feet,  and  with  floors  of  concrete  and 
cement. 

4.  Likewise,  upon  the  entry  of  Commission  Govern¬ 
ment,  the  streets  of  Mobile  outside  of  the  paved  district, 
consisted  largely  of  sand  and  swampy  hills  and  dales, 
wholly  neglected  and  very  difficult  to  haul  over.  These 
streets  have  almost  all  been  improved,  so  that  many,  not 
strictly  paved,  are  substantially  paved,  and  made  eco¬ 
nomical  for  all  traffic — and  this  without  any  increased 
budget  for  the  Street  Department. 

5.  The  great  earth  drains  running  through  various 
parts  of  the  city  were  totally  uncared  for,  unsightly  and 
resulting  in  a  great  danger  to  public  health.  A  great 
many  of  these  drains  have  been,  under  Commission  Gov¬ 
ernment,  abolished  by  being  converted  into  great  cul- 
vets  of  concrete  and  cement,  which  carry  off  speedily 
all  surface  drainage,  including  storm  water,  and  these 
are  clean.  More  than  two-thirds  of  the  work  of  this  sort 
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necessary  to  be  done  had  been  completed  when  the  war 
stopped  all  work  of  this  kind. 

6.  Before  Commission  Government,  the  dead  animals 
of  the  city  were  hauled  to  a  dump  just  outside  the  city 
limits,  and  were  allowed  to  decay  or  be  consumed  by  the 
buzzards.  Since  Commission  Government  the  improved 
practice  of  handling  dead  animals  by  reduction  has  been 
installed,  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  citizens,  and  in 
line  with  modern  methods. 

7.  The  Commissioners  found  the  pumping  plants  of 
the  two  water  stations  to  be  dilapidated  and  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  be  wasteful  of  coal  and  very  inefficient 
for  service.  The  Commission  thereupon  rebuilt  the  great 
duplex  pumps  at  both  stations,  making  the  same  substan¬ 
tially  new.  It  may  be  added  also  that  for  purity  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  water,  the  Commissioners  also  purchased  about 
a  thousand  acres  of  additional  water  shed  lands,  and  had 
installed  a  modern  hypochlorite  treatment,  not  so  much 
for  the  purification  of  the  water  as  to  insure  absolute 
safety,  and  decreased  the  coal  consumption  about  one- 
half.  Mobile,  by  the  way,  enjoys  to  an  extraordinary  de¬ 
gree,  an  ample  supply  of  water  of  great  purity  and  soft¬ 
ness. 

8.  Under  Commission  Government  the  schools  of  the 
city  were  aided  to  the  extent  of  $150,000  by  virtue  of  a 
bond  issue  in  that  amount,  and  the  city  boasts  of  many 
school  buildings  with  a  great  deal  of  modern  and  useful 
equipment. 

9.  An  addition  to  the  City  Hospital,  costing  about 
$60,000,  and  more  than  doubling  its  capacity,  and  the 
erection  of  a  modern  operating  room  or  wing  with  all  the 
latest  attachments,  furniture  and  fixtures,  represents  the 
efforts  of  Commission  Government  in  the  direction  of  in¬ 
creasing  the  capacity  and  efficiency  of  this  department 
of  the  city. 

10.  The  Magnolia  Cemetery,  the  principal  cemetery 
of  the  city,  has  been  improved  by  the  erection  of  sub¬ 
stantial,  attractive  gates,  and  the  installation  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  underground  sewers.  Also  of  late 
years  it  has  been  the  practice  to  clean  every  cemetery  lot 
at  least  once  a  year,  although  the  titles  to  the  lots  are  in 
private  persons,  and  the  city  is  not  responsible  for  their 
care.  This  practice  has  greatly  added  to  the  general  ap¬ 
pearance,  and  until  recently  many  lots  had  not  for  years, 
if  ever,  been  cleaned. 
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Mobile,  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs,  is  obliged 
to  do  so  under  a  tax  rate  of  only  7%  mills  for  general  city 
purposes,  this  being  one  of  the  lowest  city  tax  rates  in 
the  country.  It  is  also  interesting  to  observe  that  the 
achievements  of  Commission  Government  have  gone 
ahead,  while  the  revenues  from  taxes,  licenses  and  fees 
have  practically  stood  still. 


STREET  DEPARTMENT

The  work  in  this  department  was  mainly  confined  to 
the  reparation  and  upkeep  of  the  streets  and  bridges  in 
their  already  existing  condition,  and  extending  these 
activities  into  locations  not  heretofore  improved.  Many 
of  the  additional  unpaved  streets  to  those  previously 
hardened  were  bettered  by  use  of  hardening  material, 
surfacing,  and  the  like. 

The  number  of  loads  of  material  hauled,  including 
street  sweepings,  during  the  year  was  21,793;  and  of 
garbage  hauled  24,526,  making  the  total  loads  made  in 
the  street  and  garbage  department  work  46,319. 

New  bulkheads  to  the  number  of  14  were  built  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  The  number  of  street  bridges  built  new 
was  40  and  the  number  repaired  was  1720.  The  number 
of  foot  bridges  built  new  was  144,  and  the  number  re¬ 
paired  was  147.  The  number  of  feet  of  lumber  used 
was  79,517,  and  of  nails  1,900  pounds. 

In  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  the  existing  streets 
of  the  City,  eighteen  new  streets  were  opened  up  by  the 
department. 

The  blacksmith  forces  were  busily  engaged  during 
the  year  in  repairing  a  number  of  wagons  and  carts  in 
the  various  departments  and  in  a  general  repair  of  all 
equipment,  which  is  now  in  first  class  condition.  In  ad¬ 
dition  the  forces  built  five  garbage  carts  and  six  small 
carts.

The  attached  report  will  show  a  total  collection  for 
the  year  of  $32,258.00,  which  will  show  a  decrease  of 
$3,917.50  of  the  previous  year.  Of  the  amount  collected, 
$1,102.50  was  collected  in  a  sundry  manner,  that  is  to 
say:  For  the  keep  and  detention  of  prisoners,  For  City 
appeals  from  the  Circuit  Court,  For  the  Police  Wreath 
and  Badge  Acct.,  For  Bond  Forfeitures,  For  damages 
done  to  one  of  the  City  Motorcycle  in  an  accident  and  for 
damages  done  to  the  prison  cells  by  a  prisoner,  For  the 
sale  of  an  old  Buggy.  This  is  all  noted  in  the  attached 
report,  which  will  show  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of 
$732.50. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year 
were  7,157,  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of  637.  Of 
this  number  4,297  were  white  and  2,860  were  colored. 

The  prisoners  and  the  work  done  by  them  are  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  this  department  and  as  shown 
in  the  attached  report  have  performed  3,767  days’  labor 
distributed  over  the  City  Parks,  Cemetery,  Police  Station 
and  Streets.  This  number  of  days’  labor  performed  by 
prisoners  show  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of  1,785 
days,  which  is  the  largest  number  recorded  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  department. 

I  wish  to  express  to  you,  Mr.  Commissioner,  my  con¬ 
gratulations  because  as  Chief  Executive  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  your  success  has  been  crowned  with  the  highest 
achievement  possible  and  during  that  administration  more 
has  been  done  and  accomplished  by  your  direction  than 
ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Department,  and  in 
this  I  am  sure  you  feel  satisfied  with  your  results. 

There  has  been  very  few  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
the  department,  none  worth  calling  your  attention  to,  but 
I  assure  you  that  every  method  was  used  in  upbuilding 
the  efficiency  and  commanding  the  respect  in  every  de¬ 
partment  of  the  force.  In  this  respect  I  must  commend 
every  Officer  of  the  Department  for  their  strict  adher¬ 
ence  to  discipline,  and  their  conduct  in  general  could  not 
be  more  maintained.

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CONCLUDING  STATEMENT: 

Meals  are  served  to  prisoners  three  times  daily  of 
the  most  wholesome  food.  The  city  jail  is  scoured  inside 
throughout  once  a  week  and  thoroughly  cleaned  daily. 
Disinfectant  for  the  jail  is  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $90 
every  three  or  four  months  and  a  barrel  of  high  grade 
soap  at  a  cost  of  about  $90.  Prisoners  are  kept  busy 
keeping  the  jail  in  the  highest  sanitary  condition  pos¬ 
sible.

The  average  daily  consumption  for  the  year  amount¬ 
ed  to  10,543,172  gallons. 

New  meters  and  accessories  to  the  amount  of  $11,- 
376.84  were  installed  during  the  year  and  continue  to 
prove  their  value  in  checking  of  waste  and  extravagance 
as  well  as  enabling  the  pumping  stations  to  maintain  full 
storage  in  the  respective  reservoirs. 

840  new  meters  were  added  during  the  year,  having 
now  a  total  in  service  of  8,907. 

This  year’s  annual  retirement  of  $12,000.00  of  Bien¬ 
ville  bonds  has  reduced  this  outstanding  indebtedness 
from  $350,000.00  to  $189,000.00. 

Considerable  renewals  and  new  boiler  accessories 
have  been  added  this  year,  and  the  pumping  stations  are 
being  maintained  in  good  working  conditions,  if  finances 
will  permit  we  hope  during  the  coming  year  to  reline  the 
water  end  of  No.  2  pump  at  Spring  Hill,  which  will  then 
have  all  pumping  units  in  extra  good  condition. 

The  value  of  oil  fueling  continues  to  prove  both  ef¬ 
ficient  and  economical  as  well  as  relief  from  troublesome 
labor  conditions. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  extended  4,219  feet 
of  6-inch  fire  mains  and  added  10  new  two-way  fire 
hydrants  to  the  system. 

In  addition  to  above  extension  29,935  feet  of  domestic 
service  lines  have  been  laid  in  different  parts  of  the  city. 

Permanent  repairs  were  made  to  the  weakened  side 
walls  of  the  Bienville  reservoir,  safeguarding  them  by 
concrete  reinforcement  at  a  cost  of  $3,341.94. 
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I  invite  your  special  attention  to  the  free  service 
furnished  the  many  public  branches,  charities,  etc.,  as 
shown  on  attached  table,  which  amount  the  department 
should  be  justly  credited  with,  it  clearly  proving  a  saving 
by  city  ownership  of  its  water  system  the  sum  of  $30,- 
281.80.

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT

During  the  year  there  were  issued  from  my  office  224 
building  permits,  representing  values  of  $800,075.  The 
permits  are  for  new  construction  only,  repair  work  and 
remodelling,  where  the  structural  design  of  buildings  are 
not  changed,  plastering,  painting  and  roofing  is  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  figure.  I  would  judge  that  in  addition  to 
the  amount  represented  by  the  permits,  that  an  additional 
amount  of  $200,000  has  been  expended  on  improvements. 
This  would  bring  the  total  building  operations  to  one 
million  dollars. 

Under  the  Engineering  Department  comes  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  paved  streets.  During  the  year  my  forces 
have  tried  to  keep  these  in  good  condition.  There  are  many 
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streets  in  the  business  section  of  the  city  that  have  been 
in  use  for  periods  of  eighteen  to  twenty  years.  The  life 
of  a  first  class  pavement  with  only  moderate  traffic  will 
not  exceed  this  number  of  years.  The  task  of  keeping 
such  streets  in  repair  is  a  large  one.  It  is  only  a  matter  of 
a  short  time  before  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  renew 
the  surfaces  of  these  old  streets.  The  wood  block  streets 
of  the  city  have  been  giving  the  usual  amount  of  trouble, 
but  during  the  year  I  had  been  authorized  to  tar  a  great 
many  of  them;  this  treatment  is  the  only  salvation  for  the 
wood  block  pavements.  The  treatment  I  have  given  with 
tar  will  no  doubt  be  of  great  benefit  and  save  money  on 
maintenance.  During  the  year  the  city  has  completed 
sidewalk  ventures  Nos.  27,  28  and  29  and  prepared  es¬ 
timates  for  others.  The  portion  of  Dauphin  street  from 
Reed  to  Gladys  avenue  was  by  agreement  decided  to  be 
improved,  the  city  to  put  in  underground  drainage,  the 
county  and  owners  to  pave  and  the  railroad  company  to 
pay  a  certain  amount  for  paving  between  tracks.  The 
city  let  the  underground  drainage  to  Toulmin  &  Sons., 
who  completed  same  in  time  for  the  county  to  pave.  The 
pavement  selected  was  one  course  concrete.  During  the 
year  the  city  opened  up  Conti  street  from  Carlin  street 
to  Williams;  Macy  Place  from  Government  to  Laurel,  and 
Tuttle  avenue  from  Eslava  to  Virginia  street.  The  depart¬ 
ment  has  had  referred  to  them  many  matters  during  the 
year  which  we  believe  have  received  prompt  attention. 
The  Sanitary  Sewer  Department  has  been  given  lines  and 
levels  for  all  new  extensions  and  various  estimates  for 
paving  have  been  prepared  by  the  department. 

The  department  has  had  charge  of  improvements  at 
the  City  Hospital  and  roofing  and  repairs  to  the  different 
city  buildings.

Report  of  the  Mobile  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
ending  September  30th,  1921,  being  my  third,  and  the 
thirty-fourth  of  the  Paid  Fire  Department  of  the  City 
of  Mobile.

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  there  was  sixty- 
five  men  in  the  department  with  one  chief,  one  first  as¬ 
sistant  chief,  one  second  assistant  chief,  one  secretary, 
making  a  total  of  sixty-nine  men  all  told. 

There  has  been  any  amount  of  men  that  have  made 
application  to  become  members  of  the  department,  and 
also  there  has  been  quite  a  number  of  the  old  men  that 
went  out  on  strike  applying  for  their  old  positions,  as  they 
all  want  to  come  back  and  receive  the  same  pay  that  they 
were  drawing  when  they  walked  out,  and  those  that 
have  never  been  in  the  department  when  they  found 
out  the  wages  and  the  time  that  they  had  to  give  to  the 
city  declined  to  accept  the  position. 

The  department  at  present  is  filled  up  to  the  quota 
of  men  with  eight  supernumeraries  on  the  waiting  list 
for  promotion. 

There  has  been  quite  a  number  of  alarms  during  the 
past  year,  but  with  one  exception  all  have  been  small 
fires.  The  largest  one  that  we  had  during  the  year  was 
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the  warehouse  of  the  automobile  people,  who  had  quite 
a  number  of  machines  in  store  in  one  of  the  buildings 
at  the  Fair  Grounds,  and  was  totally  destroyed 
with  all  the  contents,  and  this  was  a  loss  of  ninety  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($90,000).  The  department  responded 
promptly  to  this  alarm,  but  there  was  no  fire  hydrants 
in  this  vicinity  and  the  department  was  handicapped  in 
rendering  any  service  outside  of  the  chemical  apparatus 
they  had,  and  the  men  service. 

I  would  recommend  that  fire  hydrants  be  placed  in¬ 
side  the  Fair  Grounds  so  that  in  future  should  anything 
occur  there  would  be  a  supply  of  water  in  this  vicin¬ 
ity,  also  will  ask  you  to  place  some  fire  hydrants  in  the 
old  Alba  tract  where  recently  there  has  been  quite  a 
number  of  nice  residences  erected,  and  as  it  is  now  there 
is  not  a  fire  hydrant  in  this  tract.  The  residences  are 
absolutelv  without  fire  protection,  as  far  as  the  water  is 
concerned. 

New  uniforms  have  been  furnished  to  the  men, 
as  usual  at  the  expense  of  the  men,  and  at  the  present 
scale  of  wages  paid  the  men,  it  is  a  burden  on  them  to 
meet  the  payments  on  these  uniforms.  If  it  could 
possibly  be  done  would  like  to  see  a  raise  of  five  dol¬ 
lars  a  man. 

Would  al so  recommend  that  this  department  be 
placed  und^r  the  Civil  Service,  as  then  we  would  he  in 
a  better  position  to  obtain  better  discipline  in  the  depart 
ment. 

During  the  past  year  (on  April  9th,  1921),  the  Un¬ 
derwriter  Salvage  Corps  was  abandoned.  The  dis¬ 
bandment  of  this  branch  of  the  department  was  keenly 
felt,  and  a  city  of  this  size  should  certainly  have 
such  a  branch,  as  they  responded  quickly  to  all  the 
alarms,  and  did  good  work  at  all  fires. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  each  and  every  member 
of  this  department  for  their  earnest  support  during  the 
past  year. 

To  First  Assistant  Gus  Rehm  and  Second  Assistant  J. 
K.  Fox  I  have  but  words  of  praise  for  the  way  both 
of  them  have  handled  their  respective  offices  and  carried 
out  their  duties,  that  pertained  to  their  office. 

To  City  Electrician  L.  C.  Lytz,  I  also  extend  to  him  my 
thanks  for  the  way  that  he  has  maintained  the  fire  alarm 
system  up  and  for  his  valuable  services  rendered  to  me 
at  the  various  fires  during  the  past  year. 
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I  beg  to  call  your  attention  that  the  following  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fire  Department  have  the  following  record, 
and  are  still  in  the  department  and  serving  the  city: 

Chief  Engineer  George  W.  Mvricks — 14  years’  serv¬ 
ice  as  captain  of  Fire  Department,  17  years’  service  as 
first  assistant  chief  engineer,  3  years’  service  as  chief 
engineer,  18  years’  service  in  the  Volunteer  Department, 
making  a  total  of  52  years  serving  the  city  as  a  fireman. 
Was  in  Volunteer  days  member  of  Mechanics  Fire  Co. 
No.  7. 

First  Assistant  Augusta  Gus  Rehm — 29  years  a  pri¬ 
vate  and  captain  of  paid  department,  2  years  second  as¬ 
sistant  chief  engineer,  3  years  first  assistant  chief  en¬ 
gineer,  making  32  years  in  service.  Was  a  member  of 
Washington  Steam  Fire  Company  No.  8  during  the  Vol¬ 
unteer,  Service. 

Second  Assistant  J.  K.  (Bert)  Fox — Was  a  private  in 
different  companies  in  paid  department  and  was  made 
captain  of  Chemical  Co.  No.  3.  Appointed  second 
assistant  of  paid  department  March  18th,  1919. 

Secretary  Henry  D.  Pillichody— Appointed  Secretary 
of  Mobile  Fire  Department  September  1st,  1918.  Served 
the  city  as  a  volunteer  fireman  11  years  and  one  year  in 
the  paid  department. 

Captain  John  Henry  Marquez — Was  a  member  of  the 
old  volunteer  department,  a  member  of  Washington 
Steam  Fire  Co.  No.  8;  has  served  the  city  as  a  fireman 
in  paid  department  for  32  years  without  a  suspension, 
and  is  now  captain  of  Hose  Company  No.  10. 

Captain  H.  P.  Wackannah — Has  been  in  the  service 
of  the  department  for  31  years;  was  a  member  of  the 
old  volunteer  department  in  Franklin  H.  &  Ladder  Co. 
No.  3. 

Captain  Henry  Reed  of  Creole  No.  1 — Was  a  member 
of  the  old  Volunteer  Fire  Department  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  present  paid  department  for  32  years  and 
captain  of  Creole  Company  for  the  same  period,  and 
was  15  years  in  the  volunteer  service,  making  a  total  of 
47  years  serving  the  city  of  Mobile  as  a  fireman. 

Amongst  some  of  the  older  men  in  the  service  are

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Accident  in  the  Fire  Department  from  October  1st,  1920, 

to  September  30th,  1921. 

November  5th,  1920 — While  answering  telephone  call 
at  8:40  a.  m.,  for  a  fire  on  St.  Joseph  and  Lipscomb 
streets,  Captain  J.  K.  Fox,  second  assistant  chief  engineer, 
and  Captain  Gus  Rehro,  first  assistant  chief  engineer,  had 
a  collision  at  the  corner  of  St.  Anthony  and  Conception 
streets,  Rhem  going  north  on  Conception  street  and  Fox 
going  east  on  St.  Anthony  street.  Rehm  was  off  duty 
and  in  bed  ten  days  from  the  result. 

November  28th,  1920 — Sunday  12:16  No.  3,  while 
answering  telephone  call  and  bell  alarm  Box  42,  while 
proceeding  north  on  Franklin  street,  W.  S.  Baggott, 
driver  of  No.  3,  collided  with  Dauphin  street  car  at 
Franklin  and  Dauphin  street.  Apparatus  was  slightly 
damaged,  but  no  one  hurt. 

November  27,  1920 — Service  Truck  No.  5,  returning 
from  a  fire  to  their  fire  station  going  west  on  Dauphin  St., 
ran  into  Minge  Floral  Co.’s  delivery  wagon  on  Dauphin 
street,  near  Hamilton,  Joe  Gonzales  driving.  Broke  head 
light  on  No.  5  and  damaging  Minge  wagon.  They  had 
no  business  on  this  street  returning  from  the  fire  over 
on  Beauregard  street. 

December  5th,  1920 — While  Service  Truck  No.  5, 
drizen  by  Joe  Gonzales,  was  answering  a  call  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  State  and  Franklin  streets  for  a  fire  on  St.  Anthony 
street,  two  east  of  Franklin  street,  in  turning  the  corner 
of  Franklin  and  St.  Louis  streets,  the  service  truck  was 
ditched  and  had  to  be  pulled  out  by  No.  3. 

December  14th,  1920 — Tuesday  about  7 :40  a.  m., 
while  answering  Box  42,  Augusta  and  Dearborn  streets, 
when  First  Assistant  Rhem’s  car  was  being  driven  from 
Chemical  Co.  No.  3  fire  station  by  W.  S.  Baggott  to  First 
Assistant  Rehm's  residence,  when  at  the  corner  of  Church 
and  Dearborn  streets,  came  in  collision  with  Salvage 
Corps,  which  was  going  north  on  Dearborn  street,  break¬ 
ing  First  Assistant  Rehm’s  car  and  doing  some  damage 
to  Salvage  Corps. 

February  1st,  1921 — While  returning  from  a  fire  and 
the  apparatus  was  backing  into  the  fire  station,  driven 
by  Driver  Chickzola,  the  apparatus  came  in  contact  with 
the  fire  station  doors  and  broke  the  pump  on  the  ap¬ 
paratus,  which  necessitated  the  ordering  out  of  new  parts 
for  the  pump. 
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April  7th,  1921 — Fire  hydrant  installed  at  the  head  of 
Ann  street,  near  Ohio  street,  and  ready  for  use,  312  feet 
south  of  Texas  street. 

April  9th,  1921 — Salvage  Corps  service  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  from  this  date,  April  9th,  1921. 

June  12th,  1921 — Service  Truck  Co.  No.  5  broke 
driving  chain  Spring  Hill  road  just  west  of  Broad  street. 

June  14th,  1921 — Creole  Co.  No.  6,  while  answering 
alarm  at  205  Hercules  street,  at  5:10  p.  m.,  when  at  the 
corner  of  Hercules  and  Cedar  streets,  their  horse  “Mac**' 
dropped  dead.  This  horse  was  replaced  by  supply  horse. 

June  19th,  1921 — At  5:15  p.  m.  received  a  call  from 
Pascagoula,  Miss.,  for  assistance  as  the  town  was  burning 
down.  Sent  Auto  Pump  Co.  No.  2,  in  charge  of  First  As¬ 
sistant  Gus  Rehm.  Apparatus  arrived  there  too  late  to 
render  any  assistance  and  they  returned  to  the  city  at 
12:40  A.  M.  on  the  15th. 

June  13th,  1921 — Members  of  fire  department  were 
granted  one  week’s  vacation  with  pay  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners. 

June  18th,  1921 — Service  Truck  No.  5  received  a  full 
new  set  of  tires  and  tubes  for  the  apparatus. 

Service  Truck  and  Creole  Co.  No.  1  had  a  collision 
in  front  of  Service  Truck  No.  5  house  at  Ann  and  Spring 
Hill  avenue,  badly  cutting  up  both  horses  of  Creole  Co. 
No.  1.  Cause  of  the  collision  was  the  mix  up  in  the  alarm 
at  No.  5  fire  station.

Hose  and  Engine  Companies. 

Hose  Company  No.  1  (Creole  Co.  No.  1) — Placed  in 
service  September  1st,  1888.  Located  on  west  Dearborn 
street,  2  south  of  St.  Francis  street.  One  horse  drawn  hose 
wagon  (two  horse  hitch).  Hose  on  wagon  700  feet  of 
2 1/>  inch  hose,  50  feet  of  Hi  inch  hose,  relief  hose  650 
feet  of  2 1/>  inch  hose,  50  feet  of  1 H  hose.  Total  1350  feet 
of  21/2  inch  hose  and  100  feet  of  1 %  inch  hose.  The  per¬ 
sonnel  of  this  company  is  as  follows:  Henry  Reid,  cap¬ 
tain,  aged  72  years,  115  N.  Ann  street,  25  years  in  serv¬ 
ice;  A.  S.  Perez,  driver,  aged  48  years,  457  St.  Louis 
St.,  12  years  in  service;  Edward  Nicholas,  aged  59  years, 
105  Fisher’s  alley,  7  years  in  service;  Constantine  Perez, 
aged  31  years,  457  St.  Louis  St.,  5  years  in  service;  Frank 
Petite,  aged  67  years,  17  N.  Dearborn  St.,  2  years  in 
service;  Paul  M.  Glaunde,  aged  32  years,  850  Congress 
St.,  9  months  in  service. 

The  condition  of  the  fire  station  is  only  in  fair  condi¬ 
tion,  as  the  interior  needs  a  thorough  overhauling  and 
there  are  several  leaks  in  the  roof  that  need  repairing. 
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The  condition  of  the  wagon  is  bad  in  the  front  part 
of  it  and  should  be  attended  to  at  once,  as  the  seat  is 
about  to  rot  away  and  dangerous  to  ride  on  it  on  rough 
roads. 

The  bedding  and  bed  clothes  are  only  in  fair  condi¬ 
tion,  and  all  of  the  mattresses  and  pillows  need  to  be 
made  over,  or  new  bedding  obtained  for  these  beds  at 
this  station. 

The  contract  that  has  been  in  existence  between  the 
City  and  Mobile  and  Creole  Fire  Co.  No.  1  terminated  on 
June  30th,  1919,  and  was  never  renewed,  but  a  verbal 
agreement  was  made  with  the  company  that  they  con¬ 
tinue  the  service,  and  they  would  be  placed  on  the  same 
basis  as  the  other  companies  in  the  Mobile  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  This  agreement  was  made  with  Fire  Commissioner 
Pat  J.  Lyons,  and  since  July  1st,  1919,  this  company  has 
been  in  operation  on  this  basis,  the  same  as  governs  the 
other  companies,  and  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  Fire  Commissioner. 

This  company  owns  and  furnishes  free  of  cost  to  the 
city  of  Mobile  the  following:  One  (1)  hose  wagon  (two 
horse  hitch),  one  pair  of  horses,  one  Amoskeg  steamer 
(housed  in  headquarters),  one  empty  lot  on  the  south¬ 
west  corner  of  Dearborn  and  St.  Francis  street,  also  the 
extension  of  this  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  fire  station  and 
the  shed  thereon,  fences  and  other  articles. 

The  city  owns  as  follows,  and  Creole  Steam  Fire  Co. 
owns  as  follows: 

City  Property — (Lot)  Running  west  on  St.  Francis 
street  from  Dearborn  street  seventy  (70)  feet.  (Lot) 
Running  south  from  St.  Francis  street,  on  Dearborn 
street,  seventy  (70)  feet. 

Creole  Steam  Fire  Co.  No.  1 — (Lot)  Running  west 
on  St.  Francis  street  from  Dearborn  street,  forty-four 
(44)  feet.  (Lot)  Running  south  from  St.  Francis  street 
seventy  (70)  feet. 

Automobile  Co.  No.  2 — Placed  in  service  Sept.  1st, 
1888 — Two  steamers  January  1st,  1905.  Located  on 
north  side  of  St.  Louis  street,  3  west  of  Water  street. 
Two  first  class  sized  steamers  (American  La-France  Met¬ 
ropolitan  type),  horse  drawn,  two  horse  hitch.  Arranged 
August,  1921,  to  be  towed  behind  automobilea  papratus 
in  case  of  need.

Recommendations 

Recommend  that  a  complete  New  Police  Patrol  Cen¬ 
tral  Office  be  installed  as  follows: 

One  Central  Office  Switch  Board  for  Six  Circuits 
Capacity  with  six  circuit  bridged  in  multiple  with  bat¬ 
teries  complete  and  as  many  new  boxes  as  available  funds 
will  permit. 

Recommend  that  a  central  office  be  located  near  the 
Geographical  Center  of  the  City  and  to  combine  both 
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the  fire  alarm  and  the  police  patrol  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  City  Electrician. 

That  a  Twelve  Circuit  Automatic  Fire  Alarm  Switch 
Board  be  installed  with  batteries  and  repeater  complete, 
and  as  many  new  boxes  as  present  funds  will  permit,  or 
a  maximum  of  250  fire  alarm  boxes. 

Believing  that  if  the  above  is  complied  with  and  fu¬ 
ture  conditions  taken  care  of  as  occasion  may  arise,  we 
will,  I  believe,  have  our  city  in  first  class  condition  along 
the  line  of  Fire  and  Police  Signal  System. 

Fire  Alarm 

On  the  first  of  October,  1920,  the  City  Electrician 
was  without  an  assistant  and  had  been  for  some  time 
previous,  but  on  October  18th,  Mr.  J.,  W.  Winsby  re¬ 
ported  as  assistant,  and  we  immediately  set  out  to  clear 
all  emergency  trouble  which  had  been  taken  care  of 
temporarily,  after  which  we  began  to  rebuild  our  cir¬ 
cuits  and  completed  five  Fire  Alarm  Circuits  and  five 
Patrol  Circuits,  using  560  cross  arms  to  replace  those 
which  had  become  unsafe  through  decay. 

On  our  inspections  a  number  of  boxes  were  found 
to  need  resetting,  also  the  pole  wiring  from  the  cross 
arms  to  boxes  were  overhauled  and  reinsulated  boxes  re¬ 
set.  On  April  25th,  after  having  overhauled  our  outside 
boxes  and  circuits  we  began  painting  and  all  boxes  and 
box  pedestals  were  given  a  coat  of  paint. 

On  April  6th  we  installed  a  new  fire  box  on  Spring 
Hill  avenue  east  of  Pine  street,  this  being  the  only  ex¬ 
tension  or  new  installation  made  during  the  year. 

On  August  23rd,  Fire  Box  Number  323  was  removed 
from  service.  This  box  was  privately  owned  and  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  Mobile  Ship  Building  Company’s  yard. 

On  August  30th  the  Salvage  Corps  Gong  and  Indica¬ 
tor  were  removed  from  service,  and  the  circuit  was  taken 
down  from  the  Salvage  Corps  house  on  St.  Michael  street 
west  of  Joachim,  back  to  St.  Francis  and  Joachim  streets. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  cleared  114  cases  of 
trouble  from  the  fire  alarm  and  124  cases  of  trouble 
from  the  police  signal  phone.  We  have  kept  in  repair 
all  electric  wiring,  fans,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  city.  We 
have  kept  check  on  street  lighting  and  have  received 
credits  for  lights  out  all  night  $294.50. 

The  fire  alarm  has  transmitted  156  alarms  and  the 
police  patrol  handled  119,939  telephone  calls.

The  anti-diphtheria  serum  is  free  of  cost  to  the  in¬ 
digent,  therefore  there  is  no  reason  why  this  remedy 
should  not  be  used.  Fatalities  should  only  occur  in  these 
cases  which  have  not  been  seen  early  by  a  physician, 
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since  it  is  well  known  that  unless  the  serum  is  given  in 
time  no  benefit  will  result.  The  anti-toxin  serum  is  one 
of  the  few  specifics  known  in  medicine  and  if  given  in 
the  proper  dosage  early  in  the  disease  cure  will  follow. 
Among  the  deaths  reported  were  some  which  did  not  re¬ 
ceive  medical  attention  in  tim  to  be  benefited  by  any 
treatment. 

Within  the  last  few  years  a  method  of  producing  im¬ 
munity  against  diphtheria  in  the  child  has  been  per¬ 
fected,  it  is  known  as  Toxin-Anti-Toxin  immunization.  Its 
use  is  accompanied  by  no  danger  and  the  cost  is  but 
little.  Every  child  between  6  months  and  6  years  of  age 
should  be  immunized  with  the  Toxin-Anti-Toxin.

Despite  repeated  warnings  the  people  of  Mobile  have 
not  responded  to  our  pleas  for  vaccination  and  hence  a 
large  number  of  cases  of  Smallpox  have  occurred.  It  is 
astonishing  that  in  face  of  all  that  is  said  and  has  been 
proven  as  to  the  protective  value  of  vaccination  and  the 
information  that  has  been  given  out  as  to  the  spread  of 
.  the  disease  all  over  the  country,  that  people  have  re¬ 
mained  so  indifferent  to  the  danger.  The  statement  that, 
“It  is  safer  to  have  Smallpox  than  to  be  vaccinated/'  is 
as  dangerous  as  it  is  foolish,  no  person,  except  one  who 
is  blindly  prejudice  or  irresponsible,  could  entertain  such 
ideas.  We  repeat  that  the  one  and  only  protection  against 
Smallpox  is  vaccination  and  re-vaccination.  Nothing  that 
herl.h  authorities  can  do  or  police  regulations  can  effect 
will  prevail  against  the  spread  of  Smallpox  unless  the 
people  of  the  community  are  vaccinated.  The  fact  that 
the  disease  appears  to  be  increasing  in  malignancy  adds 
to  the  danger. 

There  is  no  disease  which  can  be  more  certainly  pre¬ 
vented  than  can  Smallpox  be  prevented  by  vaccination. 
Again,  there  is  no  disease  for  which  so  little  can  be  done 
when  it  does  attack  an  individual  as  Smallpox.  With 
these  facts  before  the  people  it  is  up  to  them  to  decide 
whether  or  not  the  community  should  be  disgraced  by 
the  presence  of  Smallpox  or  whether  it  is  to  be  absolute¬ 
ly  wiped  out.

The  death  rate  for  white  and  colored  in  1921  was  the 
lowest  ever  attained.  The  decline  in  mortality  seems 
to  be  general.  It  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  people  on  the  causes  and  the  prevention  of 
the  disease  is  bearing  fruit.  This  shows  that  education 
is  the  most  important  factor  in  attaining  the  best  re¬ 
sults  in  disease  prevention.

The  death  rate  appears  to  be  declining  all  over  the 
country.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  education  of 
the  people  in  the  subjects,  the  cause  and  prevention  of 
the  disease,  are  beginning  to  bear  fruit,  for  it  must  be 
admitted  that  up  to  the  present  time  education  is  the 
chief  factor  in  reducing  the  morbidity  and  the  mortality 
of  the  disease.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  the  death 
rate,  among  whites  in  Mobile,  1921,  was  considerable 
lower  than  the  death  rate  in  the  whole  of  the  U.  S.  regis¬ 
tration  area,  1920.  In  1911  the  death  rate  from  tubercu- 
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losis  per  100,000  population  in  Mobile  was  for  whites  151, 
colored  546.  In  the  last  ten  years  it  has  been  reduced 
more  than  one-third  for  the  whites  and  one-half  for  the 
colored. 

Ignorance  and  poverty  are  largely  responsible  for  the 
continuance  of  tuberculosis.  Of  course,  much  can  be 
done  and  is  being  done  for  the  help  of  those  who  are 
afflicted,  but  the  greatest  helps,  in  reducing  the  inci¬ 
dents  of  the  disease,  is  education  and  living  wages.  With¬ 
out  doubt,  the  more  valuable  of  education  is  being  made 
in  our  school  rooms.  The  Health  Crusade  has  been  in¬ 
augurated  by  the  Association  for  the  prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  and  is  a  part  of  the  health  program  in  our 
schools  and  is  effective  in  all  of  the  schools  of  Mobile 
County.  Since  the  children  are  being  taught  the  feunda- 
mental  principles  of  the  conservation  of  health  and  re¬ 
ceiving  instruction  in  modern  hygiene,  much  may  be  ex¬ 
pected  in  the  coming  generation.

The  city  water  is  constantly  treated  with  chlorinated 
lime.  This  material  is  now  used  for  chlorination,  but  the 
city  has  arranged  to  replace  this  method,  in  the  very  near 
future,  by  the  more  effective  and  satisfactory  method  of 
purification  by  the  use  of  liquid  chlorine. 

Examinations  of  the  city  water  are  regularly  made 
in  the  laboratory. 

In  order  that  the  water  in  addition  to  process  of 
chlorination  be  placed  above  all  possible  reproach  and 
to  place  it  beyond  any  reasonable  possibility  of  any  pollu¬ 
tion  from  such  sources  as  any  open  water  shed  may  be 
exposed  to,  it  would  be  necessary  to  establish  a  filtra¬ 
tion  plant  which  would  be  the  finishing  touch  of  pro¬ 
tective  measures,  so  far  as  the  water  supply  is  con¬ 
cerned.  This,  of  course,  would  necessitate  an  expendi¬ 
ture  of  from  two  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  be¬ 
sides  the  expense  attached  through  consolidating  the  two 
present  water  plants.

PARKS  AND  PLAY  GROUNDS  DEPARTMENT 

Pat  J.  Lyons,  Commissioner 

The  city  has,  since  the  last  report,  acquired  two  new 
park  sites,  namely: 

Galvez  Square,  bounded  by  Madison,  Canal,  Frank¬ 
lin  and  Claiborne  streets,  in  the  south  part  of  the  city; 
and  the  old  Conning  property  on  Davis  avenue;  the 
former  to  be  used  as  a  play  ground  for  white  children 
and  the  latter  as  a  park  and  playground  for  colored  chil¬ 
dren. 

During  the  summer  season  an  instructor  of  play¬ 
ground  and  swimming  pool  activities  was  employed  by 
the  city,  in  the  person  of  Miss  Jo  Linscott,  with  Miss 
Margaret  Rogers  as  assistant.

At  Galvez  Square,  in  the  burned  area,  a  playground 
instructor  was  employed  by  the  city  and  a  program  for 
the  benefit  of  the  children  in  south  part  of  the  city  was 
arranged  and  carried  out.
